Pen was no more Slander than his Tongue; for 
the good Word of a Jeſter is only a Scandal, and 
his bad Word an Honour, to all whom he ſhall 
praiſe or diſpraiſe; and the fout Aſperſions which 
he flung on the Memory of this unfortunate. Prin- 
ceſs were juſtly - repaid, when extreme Poverty 
conſtrained him to turn Pedagogue in Fance, 
where he meanly died, as much unpitied by the 
Explifh, as in his own Country. 
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Her Son, King James VI. was not without 
ſome Tronbles too; for by a Plot formed againſt 
him by che Gowries in Scotland, he was very near 
the Loſs of his Life; but that he was timely 
reſcued, and the Plotters put to Death. After 
this providential Eſcape, he, upon the Demiſe of 
Queen Elizabeth, came to be King of England, in 
Right of his Deſcent from Aargaret, the eldeſt.

ſo that in his Perſon there was not an Union of 
the Kingdoms only, under the Title of Great 
Britain, but a Reſtoration of the old Line of the 
Saxon Kings, from which he was the direct and in- 
dubitable Heir to the Crown of England; the 
Poſſeſſion whereof had fo long time continved in 
the Poſterity of the Norman Invader. And up- 
on this Deſcent it follows moſt undeniably, that 
td” the Norman Invader got the Crown of Eng- 
land by the Power of the Sword, from the true 
Heirs of Edmund the Second, ſirnamed Ironſide, 
and that his Succeſſors had enjoy'd it by no other 
Title till Queen Elizabeth's Death; yet James, the 
firſt Monarch of Great Britania, came to it by a 
right Deſceat from the Saxon Line, without Rela- 
tion to the Conqueſt of the Norman Baſtard. 
ta this Succeſſion of James the Sixth of Scot- 
land, and the Firſt of England, to the Britiſh.

Life, was carried to ſuch 
a Height, that the firſt Parliament this Prince cal- 
Jed embarqued him in ſuch Attempts, as proved of 


the worſt Conſequence to the Meaſures that were 


concerted for him to take in the fucceeding Coun- 
cils of the Nation, which were called afterwards 


by his Royal Writs, in order to be adviſed with. 


The Duke, who had attended his Majefty, while 
Prince of Wales, into Spain, to facilitate the Mar- 
riage between him and the Infanta, had fo nego- 
tiated in the Conferences held thereupan, as to 
cauſe the intended Match to be broken off, that a- 


nother Contract of the ſame Nature might be ef- 
fected, which was accordingly accompliſhed, with 


the Princeſs Henrietta Maria, a Daughter of France. 
Now this Alliance, with the Articles of Marriage 
oper Conceſſions 
were made for allowing the new Queen a publick 


previous thereunto, wherein pr 


Chappel for the Uſe of the Roman Cuthol iets, and 
a ſtated Number of Prieſts to officiate therein, 


was no ways pleaſing to a ſort of People who were 
for running into a quite contrary Extreme, that of 


Fanataciſm or Presbytery, in Oppoſition to the Eſta·

Convocations. Therefore the firſt Parliament in 


this Reign, as has been ſaid, being compoſed for 
the generality of Men of theſe wayward Princi- 
ples, they took an Opportunity, from a fort of 
Religious Rebellion, raiſed by their Brethren- in 
France of the fame Stamp, and of the ſame Aver- 


jion to ſet Forms of Worſhip with themſelves, to 


perſwade the King, who perceived not the Snake 
in the Graſs, to give Aſſiſtance to-the Rochelttys, 
in Violation of his late Stipulations with the French 
Court. His Majeſty was too eaſy, and too full of 
Sentiments of Piety and Concern for the * 
. MES Ins Bs SR 7a" ate- 
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intereſt, not to give Ear to their Requeſt; in pur · 
ſuance whereof the fatal Expedition to is Ifland 
of Rhee was undertaken, which paved: the Way to 
his future Deſtruction. 
For it was inſmuated from thence, that his Mas 
ſty did not enter heartily into the Cauſe; and 
that while he made a Feint of ſuccouring the 
French Malecontents, he underhand kept a ſecret 
Correſpondence with the Fench Miniſtry, and 
diſconcerted all the Schemes drawn up for their 
Relief. A Charge equally ridiculous in itſelf, as 
abhorrent of the King's Temper, which was ale 
ways frank and open, and averſe to double Deal- 
ing. Yet theſe Inſinuations had their wiſh'd-for 
Effect, and the General who was at the Head of 
the Expedition before-named was loaded with all 
the Reproaches that were poſſible to be caſt 1025 
a Man; tho? his Misfortunes were not ow! 5 
himſelf, but the Want of being timely aſſiſt 
a Body of thoſe Men, whom he put to Sea "ah 
the Forts he had with him to fave. Thus the 
Duke of Buckingham was firſt to be ſingled out as 
a Victim to be ſacrificed to their Reſentment; 
and the Cry ran high againſt him, that through 
the Attacks made on his good Name, his Maſter's 
Reputation might be wounded. Nor did their 
a Clamours end in Words, but were puſhed for- 
© wards into Deeds: For when a ſecond Fleet was 
prepared with Auxiliary Forces, in Aid of the 
fame Perſons whom it had been in vain attempted: 
to relieve before, and the Duke was ready at 
Portſmouth to embarque therein, one Felton, a ca- 
ſhier'd Lieutenant of Foot, an Aſſaſſin of Antimos 
narchical Principles, was hired to murder him, 
who accordingly ſtabbd him to the Heart on the 
$30 0 of Aaguſt, 1657. and * his e on

Thus the Faction itſelf F hat it had 
made ſuch large Outcries for. the Performance of, 
andthe poor Rechellers were forced to give them- 
ſelxes up at Diſcretion to the Mercy of their Be- 

ſiegets, through their Means (and their Means on- 
Iv) that ſeemd moſt importunate for their Pre- 
ſer vation; for the Death of the Duke put a ſtop 
to the Expedition; and before another Comman- 
dier in Chief could be pitched upon for that Ser- 
vice, to which there were many Pretenders, the 
Town, which it was appointed to be made in 
Defence of, againſt Aſſailants, had ſurrendred. 

This Accident, as all others of any unfortunate 
Caſt, Was improved to the King's Diſad vantage; 
and it was whiſper'd about that his Majeſty, at 
the Requeſt of his Queen, had enter d into, Mea- 
ſures with Fance highly prejudicial to the Prote- 
ſtant Intereſt : When, at the ſame time, the French 
Court, throughly incenſed by the Behaviour of 
that of England, in endeavour ing to ſpirit up their 
Subjects in Diſobedience to their rightful and law- 
ful Prince, was taking Meaſures to retaliate thoſe 
fort of Offices, and pay it in its own Coin, by 
raiſing inteſtine Commotions in this Kingdom, | 
which in Proceſs. of Time were. moſt effectually 
brought to paſs, as will be found by the Sequel. 

But as the French Nation —＋ a particu- 
lar Friendſhip for, and Intercourſe with that of 
Scotland, ſo their Agents were to begin to embar- 
raſs this unhappy King's Affairs in that Kingdom, 
and excite Diſloyalty and Sedition: And Prieſts 
in Diſzuiſe were ſent under. the Umbrage of be- 
ing of the Reformed Faith, and Adherers to the 
Poctrines of Calvin and his Followers, to inveigh 
ABUT: the Liturgy, £ ſome time before * in 

gan- 


Council to be ſent thither from England to be read 


in the Churches, Accordingly theſe Emigaries 


found due Attention to their Suggeſtions 5 for oi 
the 3d of Jah, 1636, when. it was firſt read at 
Edenburgh, ſuch a Tumult was raiſed, that the 
King found himſelf obliged to go towards that 
Kingdom with an Army: When the Scots meeting 
him, and.laying down their Arms, ſuch was his 
Condeſcenſion and Royal Clemency, that he mer- 
cifully forgave them their treaſonable Inſurrection, 
and on the 22d of September in the Year following, 
put out a Declaration to diſcharge the Service Book 
threughout that Kingdom in Gratitude to which 
Lenity and unde ſerved Favour, the Scortiſh Cove- 
nanters ſoon afterwards treated the Biſhops that 
had been ſettled there, and the Epiſcopal Clergy, 
with the.greateſt Inhumanity and unprecedented 
G 0b Oe OT OA 
Io return to Tranſactions in Exgland; after 
France had thus ſow'd the Tares of Sedition a- 
mongſt our -Fellow Subjects in Scot land, and reaped 
ſo plentiful an Harveſt, ſhe by Bribes and other 
Practices; with thoſe in Employment about the 
Ring, and by diſperſing the moſt odious Calum- 
nies among the Populace, made the firſt adviſe the 
calling of a new Parliament, and the laſt, by que- 
Tulous Libels and perſonal Inſults, to demand it. 
Accordingly that fatal Day came to paſs, viz. the 
3d of. November, 1637; from whence commencd 
the Long Parliament, ſo called, from the Conceſ- 
ſions of this King, from whom, among other Mi- 
ſtakes in the Art of Government, they wreſted 


the Prerogative of ſitting during Pleaſure, and 
who, by = a Bill for that End, authoriz'd 
them to tyrannize over their Liege Lord and So- 
vereign, and to fix Grace in Dom:nions for the 
Space of 18 Years. ES > OO OT 
Ts Hence 
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Hence was. it. that theſe Miſcreants, veſted 
With a Law, to make them act lawlefly, had an 
pportunity to impriſon and put to Death whom- 
never of the Kings Friends they took for Obſta- 
cles in their Way to their pretended Reformation 


In Church and State: Hence, that his Majeſty's 


Royal Conſort was beſpatrer'd with the baſeſt of 
Calumnies z that his prime Counſelors had Trea- 
ſans. which they knew.not laid to their Charge, 
and were executed thereupon, in the Perſons. of 
the Earl of Kraford and others: And hence, final- 
Hs Iy if we may uſe the Expreſſion, that the Church 

ſteif was Unchurch'd by the Aboliſhment. of 
Epiſcopacy in the cruef Heath of Archbiſhop: Laud, 
who, next to the Ring, (under Chrift) was the 
ſupreme Head and Gavernor of it. The Sup- 
porters. of Monarchy being thus violently re- 
moved, Monarchy itfelf could not long ſubſiſt: 
Therefore after they had taken Arins, and riſen 
in open Arms againſt. their Sovereign; after they 
had taken from him the Power of the Militia, 


and the Royal Navy, and diveſted him of all the 
Enſigns of Imperiaf Rule and Government; after 
they had made Law-eiversto' reign over him from 
the weaneſt of the People, and from proſperous 
Villanjes in defeating his faithful Troops, had got 
hold of his Perſon, by an execrable Purchaſe from 
the Scots, who, in felling his Majeſty for 200000 J. 
did in a manner ſell the Lord that bought them; 
they had yet farther Lengths of Barbarity to go, 
and. under the Colour of Juſtice, (a Word abhor- 
rent of "ſuch traiterous Mauths) brought their 
King to à formal Trial, and having voted him 
guilty of High. Treafon againſt his own Subjects, 
Sa 0 him to be beheaded be fore his own Palace 
Gate, and under the Pretence of expelling Popery, 
when at the Battle of Naſety many ſhern Monks 
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were 
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were found Killd on the Part of | the Rebels, 
caus d his Royal Progeny to turn Wanderers into 
Popiſn Countries, when: one of them had the Miſ- 
forrane 36. . perverted to their Religion, the un- 
as King Charles, the Second of that Name, ſuc- 
ceeded to the Throne (tho' kept out of it by: U- 
ſurpation for twelve Years after) dn the goth of 
January 1648, and after divers Struggles for the 
Crown, the moſt ſignal whereof was that of the 
Fight of Worreſter, from whence he was forced to 
Ay, and to conceal himſelf under various Diſ- 
puiſes, as that of a Servant, Cc. a Reward of 
1000 J. being ſet on his Head, and an Oaken Tree 
being made uſe of for a Palace by diſtreſſed Ma- 
-jeſty ; he made his Eſcape into France, from 
whence that Arch-Traytor Crommell made Intereſt 
to remove him from Place to Place, till he came 
into Flanders, where he ſerved under Don John of 
Auſt ria. Thus was this young Monarch toſſed to and 
fro in the tempeſtuous Afflictions of this Life, and 
daſh'd againſt the Rocks of Misfortunes, as was 
fgnified by thoſe Miſts and nubilous Obfeurities 
Which overſhadow'd the Luſtte of that Star which 
appeared over S. James Palace at his Nativity : 
Till at laſt Heaven, out of Mercy, was pleaſed to 
make Majeſty ſnine forth with its accuſtomed Rays, 
by cauſing the Devil to fetch away Cromwell; that 
_ eclips'd its Splendor, in a Whirlwind on the 3d 
of September i658, So that two Years after, by 
the Means of General Monk, who was the happy 
Inſtrument of God's Providence in his diſtracted 
Kingdom's Deliverance, he made his Publick En- 
try into London on his Birth-day, May 29, 1660, 
with his Royal Brothers the Dukes of York and 
Gheeſter, and was Crown'd at Weſtminſter the 2 3 
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of April following; he being the firſt Monarch of 
England that ever was Crown'd on 8. 1 8 
Day. 

But thoꝰ the happy Reſtoration of K. Charles I; 
opened a Scene of joy to the Generality of his 
Subjects, he had always Sorrow enough to ſee the 

Ingratitude of ſome of them, eſpecially the Diſ- 
_ enters, who endeavour'd from the very Begin. 
ning of his Majeſty's Reign to make him wear a 
Crown of Thorns: For in the very firſt Year 
wherein he was inaugurated, one Venner a Wine- 
Cooper, and ſome other Enthuffaſts, rebelling, 
killed a Man in S. Paul's Church-yard in London, 
and an Headborough in Beceh-lane : They likewite 
committed other Miſchiefs, by marching to Cane- 
Wood, and falling afterwards deſperately on the 
City, killed 22 Perſons that oppoſed them ; for 
which Fenner and ſeveral of his wicked Accom- 
plices were brought to Juſtice and executed. 
The ſame Set of Fanaticks were likewiſe five 
Years afterwards, in the Year 1666, charged with 
ſetting the City of London on Fire, on the 2d of 
. which conſumed, beſides the Cathedral 
of S. Paul, and ſome Chappels, with 89 Pariſh- 
Churches, 13250 Houſes, which ſtood on 273 
Acres within the Walls, and 63 Acres 3 Roods 
without. To corroborate theſe Imputations, 
tho? the Parliament, by Sir Robert Brooks their 
Chairman, laid the faid helliſh Contrivance on the 
Roman Catholicks, and the Service appointed by Act 
of Parliament for the Anniverſary Faſt does the 
ſame; the Reader is deſired to take the following 
Account from good Authority. 
* At a Seſſions held at Juſtice-Hall in the Old- 
Baily, in April 1666, John Rathbone, an old Re- 
publican Colonel, William Saunders, Henr y Tucker, 
+ Flint, Thomas — john Mills, 7 
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liam-Weſcoate, and John Cole, formerly Officers 
and Soldiers in the late Rebellion, were indict ed for 
conſpiring the Death of his Majeſty, and the Over- 

throw of the Government, having laid their Plot and 
Contrivance for ſurprizing the Tower, and killing his 
Grace the Lord General, Sir John Robinſon Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, and Sir Richard Brown, and 
then to have declared for an Equivalent Divuiſion of 
Lands. The better to carry on their Deſigns, the Ci- 
ty was to have been fired, and the Portcullices to 
have been let down, to keep out all Aſſiftance : The 
Horſe-Guards were to have been ſurprix d in the Ins 
where they quarter d, ſeveral Hoſtlers having been 
gained for that purpoſe. The Tower was accordingly 
view d, and its Surprize order d by Boats over the 
Moat, and from thence to ſcale the Walls. And one 
Alexander (not then taken) had likewiſe diſtributed 
ſeveral Sams of Money to the Conſpirators. They were 
rold alſo, for carrying on their Deſign more effcttually, 
of ſome Great Men that ſate frequently in London, 
and from whom iſſued all Orders; which ſaid Council 
received Directions from another in Holland. And 
the 34 of September was pitch d upon for the Attempt, 
as being found by Lilly's Almanack, and a Scheme erett- 
ed for that purpoſe, to be a lucky Day, a Planet then 
ruling that prognoſticated the Downfal of Monarchy. 
The Evidence againſt the Priſoners being very full, they 
were found guilty of High Treaſon, and had Sentence 
of Death paſſed upon them; which was accordingly exe · 
cuted, by Drawing, Hanging, and Quartering them at 

'Fyburn, on April 30, 1666. OT 
The Sectaries likewiſe of the ſame Stamp in 
Scotland, as well as England, were unwearied in 
their Machinations to give Diſturbance to 
peaceful Monarch's Reign; and in Deteſtation WW 
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the Apoſtolical Order of Epiſ-opacy, ſeveral Ruf- 2 


hans met together, and moſt barbarouſly mur- 
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der'd his Grace Dr. James Sharp, Archbiſhop of 
S. Andrew's, riding in his Coach with his Daugh- 
ter, on the zd of Aay, 1679, and, in Juſtifica, 
tion of that inhuman AQ of Villany, afterwards 
took Arms in great Numbers, and were defeated 

at Bothwell- Bridge by the Duke of Monmouth, Comy 
mander of the King's Forces, who in Obedience 
to his Majeſty's Orders for Clemency, even to his 
rebellious Subjects, put the Laws in force againſt 
very few of them. The Rye-Houſe Conſpiracy 
was formed after the remarkable Hand of Provis 
dence had thus put his Majeſty's Enemies in the 
neighbouring Kingdom to Flight, and Rouſe, Hone, 
Stephen College, commonly called the Proteſtant 
Joyner, with others, were deſervedly put to 
Death for the ſame; their Intent being to have 
aſlaſſinated the King in his Return from Newmar- 
Let to London. | 
But theſe Executions did in no wiſe deter Men 
that had imbibed the ſame Principles from giving 
into the like Practices, and even Perſons of higher 
Note, Anthony Earl of Shaftsbary, whom the King, 
from a profefgd Rebel in the Service of Cromwell 
the Uſurper, had raiſed to the greateſt Honours 
and Dignities of his Kingdom, and taken into his 
very Boſom and moſt ſecret Councils, with the 
Lord Rufſe!, that great Promoter of the Bill of 
Excluſion, againſt his Majeſty's Royal Brother 
the Duke of York, caballd againſt him, by delu- 
ding his moſt beloved natural Son, James Duke of 
Monmouth, into a moſt unnatural Oy © 
inſt his Sovereign Liege Lord and Father. For 
which, the firſt of the ſaid Criminals was forced 
to fly into Holland, where he ended his Days like 
a Fugitive ; the ſecond was apprehended, con- 
yiged and beheaded before his own Door; and the 
falt melter'd himſelf in a ſtrange Land, that was 
Ainet . e : K „„Wer formed 
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formed into a State from the ſame Principles, till he 
ſnould find Means to be made a Sacrifice of by his 
kind Entertainers the Datch, who ſeemed to take 
Part with him, and to pity his Misfortunes, while 
they underhand took the ſureſt Way of putting an 
ood to them with his Life, as ſhall be ſhewn here- 
Alter. I : | | | 
Doubtleſs ſome good Angel was a Guard to this 
moſt Auguſt Prince's Perſon, whereſvever he 
went, or he had never been preſerved from ſo 
many open and ſecret Attempts againſt his pre- 
cious Life, as the Hiſtory of his Times furniſhes 
us with: Since Plots and Conſpiracies, ſeditious 
Deſigns and factious Tumults, DiſtraQions and 
Inſurrections, were the unhappy Concomitants of 
his whole Reign. And it was as wonder ſul to ſee 
him die-in his Bed by the Means of a fatal Apo- 
plexy, that by ſeizing upon his Royal Perſon, put

on his Throne by the Name of James the Se- 
| cond, before he was inſulted by two Rebellions 
at once: For Archibald Earl of Argyle, being 
under Sentence of Death in Edinburgh Caſtle for 
High-Treaſon, had made his Eſcape from thence 
and fled to Holland: Whence with a few Men, 
Arms, and Ammunition, landing in Scotland, and 
pe ing jncreas d to the Number of 2000 Abettors, 
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he was defeated and beheaded, (as his Father was 


before him) for his Compliance with Meaſures 
ſet on Foot in the Days of Uſurpation ; and 
James Scot Duke of Monmouth, whom we have 
ſpoken of before, being hurried on to his De- 
ſtruction, under the Pretence of Friendſhip, 
from ſome whoſe Intereft it was to remove him 
out of the Way, as an Obſtacle to their own 
Views, by taking Shipping from Holand, as un- 
provided as the other Traytor, made a Deſcent 
at Lyme in Dorſetſhire, where, tho' baſely born, 
from the Body of one Mrs. Barlow, a Gentlewo- 
man whom King Charles the Second had honour- 
ed with his youthful Embraces, he took upon 
himſelf the Style and Title of King of England, 
Scotiand, France, and Hreland, and touch'd for the 
 King's-Evil with the ſame Succeſs with which 
he took Arms. For no ſooner did the King's 
Forces, tho' but a Handful of Men, join Battle 
with this moſt audacious Pretender, (ſince he may 
with Juſtice be called one) but this Rabble of 
an Army was totally routed at Sedgmore, and

embraced; that by renouncing his Duty to God,

His Majeſty had not been in the Palace above a 
- quarter of an Hour, before the Captain above men- 
tioned ſent for him out, and convey'd him to a ſort 
of Impriſonment in his own Palace at Whitehall ; 
from whence having Liberty to retire to Rocheſter 
from the Pr. of Orange, who was upon the Road 
to London, he was ſuffer'd to paſs withont Hin- 
drance from the Dutch Troopers that were ſet o- 
ver him, and from thence he went to Fance, in 
which Kingdom he found a generous Friend, in 
the Perſon of his Brother and Allie Lewis XIV. 
and after various Struggles, Perſonally in Fe-

Princeſs Anne of Denmark, was unanimovſly, and 
with the greateſt Demonſtrations of Joy, pro- 
claimed Queen of theſe Realms, and began her 
Reign with ſuch vifible Tokens of Heaven's Fa- 
vour, as made it appear beyond all Queſtion, that - 
me was moſt a ſſuredly the Lord's Anointed. 

Let even this bleſſed Queen, that iaherited all 
the Vertues of her Renown'd Anceſtors, with the 
Kingdoms ſhe bore Rule over, though ſhe came to 
the Crown at a very critical Juncture, when Pre- 
parations were making for a New War, which - 
was bequeath'd to her with her Diadem after a 
long and expenſive old own; though ſhe enter d 
upon her Adminiſtration, which her Majeſty her- 
ſelf declar'd, under all the Difficulties that ii was 
poſſi ble for one of her Sex to encounter with, and 
found the Nation labouring under oppreſſive 
Debts, and prodigious Embarraſments'; had her - 


| Councils ſo well directed by the All-wiſe Provi- 


dence, and was ſo much favourtd with the Con- 
currence of Heaven to all the Enterprizes that 
were taken in Hand hy her Fleets and Armies, 


that the Great Queen Elizabeth's Character, than | 


which none adorn'd Hiſtory with more famous in- 

cidents, was loſt in her's : This bleſſed Queen (we 

may with undeniable Truth obſerve) had the 

whole Courſe of her Reign, which was Thirteen 

| Years Continuance, iaterrupted with Clamours 

and opprobrious Miſrepreſentations, and her 3 
N | an 
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and Zeal for the rm Support and Eſtabliſhment 
of the Church and State vilify'd and traduced in 
ſuch a manner, that the very Creatures of her Pow- 
er, thoſe whom her Favours had rais'd into the 
moſt exalted Poſts near her Royal Perſon, were 
fo infolent as to maker her Reign uneaſy; and in 
the Cloſe of it, after a ſucceſsful War, and a molt 
Slorious Peace, to cauſe her to be gather d to her Fa- 
#bers, and go down to the Grave toenjoy that Reſt, 
the Fruition of which was denied Her upon Earth. 

This is indeed a Theme too. big to be con- 
traced within the narrow Compaſs of a few cur- 
fory Lines; and too magnificent for a Pen, which 
hath not Room nor Ability to do it Juſtice. But in 
_magms cecidifſe ſat eſt, to fall in great Attempts is an 
Honour ſufficient for us; wherefore we ſhall take 
upon us to excite foture, Monarchs that ſhall ſit en- 
throned on High to the Imitation of this Royal 
Pattern, by ſaying, that the Splendor and Gran- 
deur of a Court could not deface thoſe Impreſſions 
of an early Piety, which our departed Sovereign 
carried along with her, through yarious Changes 
of Fortune, and which never forſook her till ſhe 
taknodiber Life oh th non nh 
No true-ſhe was to the Church, which bred 
and baptized her, was ſufficiently atteſted by ma- 
nifeft Tryals, which few of her Rank and} Station 
have ever paſt hre. What ſhe was in her Private 
and Domeſtick Character, how good and gracious 
do thoſe about her; how courteous and affable to 
all; how little querulous or impatient under the 
Infir ities of a broken Conſtitution, they will ever 
(we hope) with Gtatitude and Affection, who had 
the Honour of attending her Royal Perfon, and 
thence of obſer ving Majeſty nnveil'd, and deſcend - 
g to the Familtiriiis of common Life; revere with 
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in her Conjupal State, (whilſt that Bleſſing was 
continued to her in the- beſt of Husbands, Prince 


George of Denmark) how rare and ſingular was the 
Pattern ſhe ſet of the Vertues which adorn, and 
can only make us happy! The Day which ſeyer'd 


the PRINCE from the QUEEN flacken'd (we 
may reckon) the Bands and Union between her 


Soul and Body, which, after the Shock of that 
firſt Convul ſion, did never well accord with each 


other. In him ſhe loſt a Friend, who divided with 


her the ſecret Burthens and Mournings of her Spi- 
rit; and a Friend is a Jewel not often found amongſt 
Crowns and Sceptres, and the Blaze of Courts. 

If we aſcend yet higher from her Private to her 


more Public Character, ſuch a Scene of Wonders 


will then be open'd to our Memories, as will de- 
ſerve an Hiſtorian equal to one of her noble An- 
ceſtors, (the great Earl of Clarendon) and yet will 

hard ly find Credit from Poſterity when fo related: 
To the Hiſtorians therefore let us leave the Wiſ⸗ 
dom of her Gouncils, the Succeſs of her Arms, 


and the Conduct of her Treaties: And let us ra- 


ther conſider her cloath'd, as ſhe always was, 
with the Robes of ebe Galt with the Ornas 
ments and Graces of the Goſpel, a Seal of Reli- 
gion, and a tender Regard to the People's Welfare, 


which finiſhes the Character of a Prince after 


Cod own Heart. 5 
Now what her Senſe of Religion was, each Day 
of her Life gave ſome ſignal Proof, and none more 
fienal, nor more exemplary, than thoſe which pre- 
ceded her ſolemn Change. Here her Patience and
